During the supper Mary brought 
her precious treasure and "anointed 
the feet of Jesus and wiped His feet 
with her hair," Jesus was touched by 
the motive of her act and declared. 
"It -is a beautiful thing she has done 
to Me." One of the disciples, an 
eye-witness, beat understood y/hat 
Mary meanr in telling the story 
many years afterwards, added this 
comment, "The house was filled 
with the odor of the ointment" 
(John 12: 3), 

John remembered how the sweet 
perfume pervaded all the room 
when: they were silting, and then 
stole out into all the other rooms 
till all the atmosphere of the house 
was laden with its fragrance, 

■That widespread fragrance was 
the result of Mary's act. The story 
suggests the secret of fragrance in 
Christian life, 

-- There is the fragrance of spon- 
taneous gratitude. A great joy-has 
come into Mary's life. Her brother, 
Lazarus, had died and had be,en 
brought 'back to lift.- He was Sit* 
ting there at the table with Jcaus, 
sharing all the happy fellowship of 
the supper, 

-.As Mary sat by, looking upon the 
' scene, there came into her soul a 
■fresh realization of the wonder of 
it all— her brother's new life, the new 
' joy and happiness of their home. 

And all this they owed to the dear 
Friend who was now in their midst. 
The gladness of Mary's heart could 
not be contained, hut broke out in 
a beautiful act of devotion, The 
fragrance of gratitude will pervade 
-our lives, like the odor of Mary's 
ointment when we are mindful of 
what we owe to Him who has called 
us and all our fellow believers out 
of darkness into the light of life.

The csorbllant rents 
demanded f or '.lie unspeakable holes in which 
tfiey csistcd fecpt the victims down and drove the 
women to sin, anj often a door was cot opened

In 1687 Slum Work wa3 commenced in the 
East of Loudon. led on by Mother Webb, and in 
course of time the two branches ttcfc amabjatnat- 
cd and taken charge of by Brigadier (uoir Col- 
oftd) Cooke.

-Leagues, and a day nursery were among the 
fefraas taken by this pioneer vforfe, and as time has

Of one and all ivc can, however, as- 
sert this; that they work true to the standard 
and principles which constitute the inspired foun- 
dations upon which lias been reared the Army a 
glorious fabric of Salvation and Service.

SPEAKING of the Bpeeial efforis to be (hit forth during this year tin 
General aaya: I want for 1931— a. Spiritual Upheaval— a coming in of 
overwhelming influences which shall advance by leaps and boundi 
the Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour, And while, as 7011 know, I am all 
for organized effort, for regular fighting, for orderly and methodical pro* 
grew, yet I am ready to set aside any means which arc now "being used, just 
as I am ready to adopt any lawful means which are not now used, if only 
we can sec the triumph of Grace, the victory of the Lamb in the soula of 

I Teel that God is calling us at this juncture to make such a special 
cEfort as I am proposing. I feel that the War, horrible as it has been, has 
in some ways been a call of God to the World ; I believe that in millions of 
hearts there is a consciousness,, or the beginning of a conBciousneaB that 
God i* calling, calling lo them in the tremendous eve/tta of our time. Any- 
way, I feel He is calling to me and the Army to mate -some desperate move, 
and calling, through us as He has called of old, to those who have long 
rejected Him, "Come unto Me! Come unto Mel 

LAY HOLD OF FRESH PEOPLE. 

Yes, the Salvation of Souls, but especially with this idea— the laying 
hold of fresh people. By any and every means in our power we should set 
to work to attract to inform, to warn, to entreat, In short to call the 
stranger and outsider with a call they cannot mistafce. I am convinced that 
in some Countries and Corps we are in danger of neglecting those meas- 
ures which in times past have proved so immensely valuable for laying hold 
of fresh people. Many Officers take for granted— in fact they Bay— "Oh, 
everybody knows about the Army." No greater mistake 'could be made 
Very few people know what we really are and really want, and still Tewer 
feel that wc want them and have called to them, I believe that tens oi 
thousands can be won in the coming year if we will turn our attention to 
fresh people. ■ 

We shall have to go to them on* by one. There will, of course, have lo 
be arresting, attacking, advertising; but wc must go to them by personal 
dealing. I have been so impressed of late by those words of Jesus, "The 
Kingdom of God is like leaven, which a woman took and hid in three meas- 
ure* of meal, till the whole was leavened." That Is to say, individuals must 
carry the leaven and put It into the mass, and then it will work. What 11 
this but personal dealing? Do our Soldiers realize this ts God's way? Do 
they comprehend what Jesus meant? Do our Officers feel It? Are not 
some of the best of them hide-bound in this matter and seldom exercise an* 
very important influence on any one apart from the platform or the formal 
visiting of the little group of people who happen to know them or know of 
them? Now, I want for the new Campaign a real carrying round of the 
leaven of the Kingdom. 

I feel sometimes as if my eyes were a fountain of tears when I thins, 
about the families of our people. The dear old General used to talk about 
having "our own flesh and blood Campaign." Could we not do something 
of this sort? Could not some Corps give themselves up to desire and prayer 
and faith and pleading and planning to get their own Soldiers' unsaved 
relations converted to God? Listen! I want to know this: How are we 
going to be families In Heaven unless we are families on the way to Heaven? 
God send us a great rising up in this matter— a going out with Jesus after 
our ownt 

I am sure that In aoul-saving much depends upon prayer. Soul-saving 
has declined in many places in the world juEt in proportion as prayer hai 
declined. 

PKAYER FOR THE UNGODLY. 

I call for a Revival of pleading with God for the ungodly— for a re- 
vival of the wrestling spirit— a revival of determined totercewton— the kind 
of prayer which refuses to give God up, which takea hold of the horns or 
the aitar r which says "I will not let Thee go unless Thou bless and save the 
people 1 Prayer in private, prayer In public, definite, determined, personal 
prayer-not vague and indefinite preachments and goody-goody wishing*, 
but thai rising up of the soul which enables it to lay hold of the Almighty 
Heart and Hand of our Conquering Saviour end bring Him to the rescue. 
m t I want a Great Call to go sounding out to the whole world to come and 
join us in this mighty battle of Righteousness against wickedness, of Holi- 
ness against impurity, of Love against hate. But particularly am I anjiioui 
that we should lay hold not only of the new Converts whom I already sec by 
ralto streaming to the mercy-seat and turn them into Soldiers, but thai we 
should make a desperate effort to bring into union and active service with u* 
the crowds of people who hang around our meetings, many of whom never 
go anywhere else, who Jove the Army and Its Officers, and who believe 
almost anything we believe, and yet who are of very little service to us be- 
cause they are; not within the ranks.

Men and women readily and sure- 
ly comq to partake of the character 
Of the company they keep. The 
example of those with whom he 
most associates, and whom he most 
admires, will have an overwhelming 
influence upon the Salvation Soldier, 
whether he will Or no. 

Mo man or woman can ml* on 
friendly terms with godless, worldly, 
or evil companions without soon be- 
coming like them, and just so the 
society of godly and devoted peo- 
ple will ever be found to exercise 
' a mighty influence for good on those 
who mix wliii lEicm. 

Would Spoil Influence. 

A Salvation Army Soldier will 
have neither time nor inclination 
to join in the so-called, amusements 
and pastimes of unsaved or worldly 
people. He will feel that to do so 
would spoil his influence, hinder his 
testimony, and would be the first 
step towards becoming a backslider. 

He will find a well-spring of true 
enjoyment and happiness in the 
War, He will feel that his first 
business with unconverted men^ 
men living; in sin, treasuring up 
wrath, and every day coming" nearer 
the breakers of damnation— is not to 
-join tn their amusements, but to get 
"them reconciled to God, pardoned, 
saved from condemnation and sin,

Surgeon Directs by WirclcBB Setting 

of Broken Bonea, 

WHEN the VVinifredian docked 
recently at Boston it was learn- 
l-J that the chief surgeon of Ihe 
line had directed by wireless the set- 
ting- of a seaman's broltcn bones and 
ihe care of irregular injuries on the 
Belgian steamer Mcfl&picr after she 
bad been battered by a hurricane. 

An S.O.S. mess-age from the Bel- 
gian ship requesting medical aid 
was picked up by iht Winifredian 
several days out. The distressed 
steamer, bound for Antwerp from 
New Orleans, was 100 miles away 
hut under forced draught the Wini- 
fredian got within hailing distance 
in a few hours, 

"Hit hard by a hurricane," signal- ' 
led the Belgian Captain. "Several 
men washed overboard. Several 
others have broken legs and arms 
and some injured internally. There's 
no doctor aboard. Can you help us?". 

Dr. Dnrus attempted to put out in 
a life boat, but toppling seas and a 
strong wind prevented the launch- 
ing. He then conceived lhe idea of 
using the wireless. 

Detail as to the mej/s condition 
sputtered off the reeiiver ill the 
Winifrcdinn's wirclr>~ room and 
carefully Dr. Bums dictated the 
i real incut required. I'or three days 
the two vessels lay within hailing 
distance unable to communicate by 
boai while ihe surgeon's instructions 
were obeyed. On the fourth day this 
message from the Menapicr's cap- 
tain: ; 'AI1 your instructions, safely 
carried out.

Cleanliness Essential. 

Some eye diseases are contagious, 
and arc spread from one person to 
anntlirr bv rarclcs-incss. To escape 
eye disease* ii is essential that the 
eye should not 'be bathed or touch- 
ed with anything that is not per- 
fectly clean. 

Go lo an oculist if your eyesight 
begins to fail, or if your eyes are 
inflamed Or sore. Home treatment is 
dangerous. 

No inflammation of the eye, how- 
ever slight, should ever be neglect- 
ed. In babies, inflammation of the 
eyes may cau^c blindness in a very 
few days unless Ire.iieJ by a physi- 
cian experienced with the disease, 
and helped by a trained nurse. Older 
children, with watery and inflamed 
eyes may lose good eyesight unless 
skilfnliy and stendily treated. And 
people in mid-life, whose vision be- 
gins to fail in either eye, may have 
some serious disease and become to- 
tally blind. They should put them 



a person with defective vision to sec 
clearly, arid they may improve the 
general health. The proper fitting 
of cyc-glasscs requires knowledge 
and great care. Eye-glasses whose 
lenses arc not adapted to the eyes, 
and frames which do not hold the 
glasses in Ihc right position on the 
nose, may do great harm. When the 
eye is diseased, glasses which seem 
helpful may only lead Ihc wearer to 
postpone medical treatment mil il too 
late lo prevent blindness. 

The inside of the eye, or. the fun- 
dus, should always be examined io 
sec whether the trouble of which 
the patient complains is due to dis- 
ease. Only an oculist can make 
sure of this. 'Not only young people 
but adults should, therefore, have 
the advice ot a trained oculist and 
wear only glasses made according 
to his prescription. 

Improperly fitted glasses or lack 
of glasses or eye diseases cause 
many symptoms which nre warnings 
that something should be done[ for 
example, headaches, eye aches or 
tired feelings on using the eyes, 
blurred vision^ inflammation or sore- 
ness of eyes or lids, watery eyes* 
swelling, puffmcSS or drooping of 
lids. Tbcse symptoms are warn- 
ings. ' .

USEFUL TREES. 

THE cocoa palm is the most uscuil 
tree in the world, according- to 
ihe U.S. Forestry-Journal, It is a ■ 
magnificent looking tree, often 
reaching to a height of one hun- 
dred feet with wide spreading 
fronds often ns much as twenty feet 
in length. Among these massive 
leaves growing from the main stent 
is the fruit, usually in clusters oi 
from one to twenty nuts, from elfht 
to twelve Inchea in length and from 
pis to eight inches in diameter. The 
palm is so generally spread over thq 
tropical world that its original habi- 
tation is not known. Its sap when 
boiled down makes a sugar. The nut 
when green, furnishes both food 
and drink. When ripe, Its husk yields 
the coir fibre from which mats* 
ropea, cordage, brushes and woven 
coir matting are made. The Inner 
hard shell Is made into cupa, dia- 
pers, and other vessels, the kernel Is 
the copra of commerce, u&jcd In 
making confections. From it the val- 
uable eocoanut oil fa pressed, and 
from the oil,, candles, butter and 
soap arc made, An average yield of 
a tree is sixty nuts. A thousand nuts 
will produce five hundred pounds pi 
copra or twenty-five gallons of oil.
